- HIS FIRST BOOK 


Departmental Ditties,” his first work to 
be published in book form, appeared.in 1886, 
iad quickly caught the fancy of Anglo-

began by instinct, to absorb ‘the lore of 
Sussex, as he had for merly absorbed the lore 
of British India. He explored the county 
extensively and intensively, got ‘‘inside the 
skins’’ of its folk, and studied its archaeo- 
logy and history. Later on he was able 
to gratify the ambition which this devotion 
had nourished in his mind by becoming the 
owner of a typical Sussex estate. 

Bateman’s, as the estate is called, lies on 
the northern slope of the height known as 
Brightling Beacon. The house itself nestles 
in a fold of the hill, beside a stream that 
rises in the Beacon, and flows on through the 
village of Burwash, which itself is three or 
four ‘miles. from the nearest railway line. The 
Beacon is the summit of the ridge, on the 


southern foothills of which the Battle of 
Senlac was fought. From its peak you look | 
away to the stretch of shore where. the 


Normans landed. To the north is Ashdown 
Forest, which yielded the fuel for England’s 
first faint industrialism:; and to the west lie 
the far-stretching pastures of the Downs. 
Kipling felt that most of English history had 
rolled over that ridge and across that valley, 
and that some of it had been germinated 
there. To help his children to share his 
feeling, he wrote ‘‘ Puck of Pook’s Hill,” 
which treats of episodes of English history 
in relation to the very sod of his estate. 

‘Pook’s Hill” is a knoll behind the house 
in which Mr. Kipling lived. 

The same plan was continued in ‘‘ Rewards 
and Fairies,’ published a few years later. 


IATER WORK 


There is no need to enumerate the hooks 
that Mr. Kipling published later, They 
represented continuation of lines already 
marked out by him. Some of them were 
collections of the articles that he wrote to 
record in detail and in spirit certain aspects 
of British effort in the Great War. 

One of his last important works—and it 
was editorial rather» than  original—was 
‘The Irish Guards in the Great War,” 
“Thy Servant a Dog,” published in 1930, 
revealed something of that tenderness 
towards animals which Kipling shared with 
poets such as Coleridge, Wordsworth, Tennyson 
and Matthew Arnold It was a piercing 
grief to Mr: Kipling when his son, who had 
obtained a Commission in the Irish Guards 
te fight in the Great War as soon as he was 
of age to be accepted, was killed while with 
his regiment in Flanders. The History of 
the Irish Guards was his father’s literary 
memorial. 

Among Mr. Kipling’s honours were the 
award of the Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1907 and his election as Rector of St. 
Andrew’s University. His address, delivered 
at the University on his installation, was a 
splencid essay on ‘* Independence,”’ 

Episodes in his life which caused his name 
to be prominent at the time, but need not 
be detailed now, were the publication of 
his poem, ™ Recessional,” which now finds 
a place in Church hymnals (it was published 
at the close of the Diamond Jubilee celebra- 
tions in 1897); last year the Silver Jubilee 
Ode, the writing of. a song called ‘* The 
Absent-Minded eggar,’ which, in connec- 
tion with Sullivan’s music, was instrumental 
in raising a large sum for the provision of 
vomforts for the troops in South Africa in 
1900; and the publication of the poem con- 
taining the reference to “ flannell’d fools ”' 
and “ muddled oaís,” in which he rebuked 
British popular carelessness regarding | 
national and imperial affairs. 

Mr. Kipling was -a cousin of the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Stanley Baldwin, and they were 
very close friends. 

It is not generally known that some years 
ago Mr. Kipling visited Dublin, and stayed 
bere with a friend, a medical doctor. - The 
day after he arrived the doctor called, 
accompanied by Mr. Kipling, at the business 
establishment of a well-known city merchant. 
He asked this gentleman where he could best 
obtain a motor car to take him and his friend 
the following day to Glendalough. Mr. 
Kipling was travelling incognito and was 
not introduced to the merchant, who, how: 
ever, at once recognised him, and placed his 
private car at the doctor’s disposal, saying 
that hé hoped Mr. Kipling would enjoy 
Glendalough. The poet laughed, and asked 
how he had recognised him, te which the 
merchant replied; ‘‘I have not been looking 
at the illustrated papers for nothing.”

Germany’ s need of colonies and Ger- 
many’s need of guns were proclaimed to 
an audience of “90, 000 members of the 
Berlin Nazi organisation by Dr. Goebbel:, 
the Minister of Propaganda, to-night. 

“ We have no colonies, no raw materials ; . 
but we must tell the other nations that the 
time will come when we must demand our 
colonies back,” he declared. ‘‘ The others 
do not need the colonies which they have 
taken from us. We wish to remain 
neutral, but we understand that a nation 
like Italy must live. It is dangerous for 
the world not to concede such demands, 
because some day the bomb will explode. 

“We do not want to interfere with 
the conflict between Great Britain and 
Abyssinia on the one hand and Italy on 
the other, but Germany is learning a 
lesson from the situation. That is that a 
nation without power is not able to pre- 
serve peace, even if she is willing to do 
so, and that we cannot rely on the League 
ef Nations.’’

DUN LAOGHAIRE 
WATER SUPPLY 
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CHAIRMAN’S APPEAL TO 
USERS

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The Chairman of the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Corporation, Mr. E, J. Duggan, 
made the following statement on the water 
supply yesterday :— 

As Chairman of the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Corporation I think it necessary 
to draw the attention of the inhabitants of 
the Borough. to the absolute necessity of 
preventing the misuse of the water supplied 
to them for their individual wants. The 
records available show that more water is 
being used per head in the borough than 
is necessary for demestic use, and 
present state of affairs continues drastic 
steps will-have to be taken by the authorities 
to ration the supply. 

I wish to make it perfectly clear that 
under present conditions only a definite 
quantity of water can be delivered to the 
distributing centres in the city and the 
borough, and I am informed that the demand 
on the distributing system is now equal to 
the supply, 

There appears to be a popular notion that 
if it rains there should be plenty of water 
available, and that there is no need to conserve, 
but such a notion is based upon an ignorance 
of the facts. Rain will undoubtedly supple- 
ment the quantity of water in the storage 
reservoirs. but it has no effect whatever on 
the capacity of the pipes to convey water for 
your individual use. 

The Dublin Corporation supply water to 
the Dun Laoghaire Borough urider ag‘ee- 
ments and have threatened to take full 


advantage of any legal powers contained in 


such agreements in order to protect the 
citizens of Dublin at the expense of the 


inhabitants of the borough. 


The Dublin Corporation have already re- 


duged the quantity of water prev iously de- 
livered into the borough, and I consider it is 


now the duty of every individual in the 


borough to conserve the water supply. 


SOWING WINTER 
WHEAT 
DEPARTMENT’S ADVICE 


The seasén for sowing winter wheat is 
rapidly drawing tu a close, and farmers who 
have had the seed on hands since the earlier 
part of the winter waiting for specially good 
weather for sowing would be well advised 
to take the first opportunity that offers to 
get it into the ground. Reports from nearly 
every district show that those who took the 
hold course and sowed the seed whenever a 
dry interval occurred have been rewarded by 
promising-looking fields of nicely-brairded 
wheat. 

The Department of Agricuiture desire to 
impress upon farmers the desirability of bank- 
ing as far as possible on winter wheat—firstly, 
because jt is a better yielder, and secondly, 
because the quantity of really reliable spring 
wheat normally available is relatively small, 
and, owing to the keen crogs-Channel demand 
this year is likely to be so much smaller as 
to create a scarcity It is, therefore, urgently 
necessary that all the winter wheat possible 
should be sown during the few weeks.of the 
‘season yet remaining. and. ‘consequently, 
farmérs should take advantage of every rea- 
sonably dry period for this purpose. 

It should, moreover, be borne in mind that 
while it is not usual to row ordinary winter 
varieties Jater than the middle of February.

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Mr. Patrick Rooney, Consul for Uruguay 
in the Irish Free State, in an interview with 
an Lrish T'imes reporter yesterday, said that. 
he had received from the Consul-General in 
London a statement that the Uruguayan Go- 
vernment has issued a balanced Budget of 
80,000,000 pesos for 1936, a reduction of 
5,000,000 on the previous year. ‘The year 
clesed with a varied revenue of 10,000,000 
pesos, of which 3,275,000 were set t aside to 
ensure a balance of the 1936 Budget. 

Trade conditions have shown a consider- 
alle improvement, and the country seems to 
be approaching a period of prosperity. Several 
extensive improvemert schemes are under 
consideration for the benefit of both urban 
and rural areas, 23,000,000 pesos being set 
aside for Monte Video, the capital, alone; 
and a three-years’ plan ‘of ecdnomic develop- 
ment, assistance to unemployed labour, and 
improvement of education is to be introduced 
at a cost of 30,000,000 pescs. 

Last year there was an increase of 100,000 
in the number of cattle butchered for export, 
representing an increased revenue of 4,500,000 
pesos. Important schemes of improvement 
are being introduced, which will embrace 
milk production, hygiene of live stock. fodder 


problems, fruit, and even forestry and the 
wool industry. 
Finally, the Gteseiinai have revoked the 


extraordinary measures taken against political 
opponents, and all the political exiles who 
were deported now may re-enter the country.

It now transpires that 
another effect of re-valuation will be a 
saving to the Northern Exchequer of a 
considerable sum in deficiency grants in 
r¢spect of de-rating. Re-valuation left 
and untouched for rating purposes, but 
doubled the valuation on bui dings so 
that the deficiency grants would be dess 
and the County Councils ‘would get 
smaller grants. Instead: of restoring the 
full amount of this loss the Minister of 
linance is promising the County Councils 
SU per cent., and on that basis the new 
Il will be introduced. The deficiency 
srants are fixed for periods of five years, 
and it has been suggested that thev should 
have been fixed last year for a further 
years on the old valuations, as the 
w valuations do not become operative 
until April next. The question is being 
asked if some of the “clever young men” 
at Stormont are putting a ‘ smart one ”’ 
over on the local authorities by basing 
the deficiency grant on a valuation not 
in operation and offering to meet only 
80 per cent. of the loss of local authori- 
: No doubt, this is a subject which 
will be threshed out when the bill is pre- 
sented to Parliament. Some lawyers. 
however, are of the opinion that, as the 
law stands, the deficiency grant should 
have been fixed last year for the next five 
years on the basis of the old valuations. 
Have the Ministry of Finance and the 
Home Office quietly ignored the existing 
law in the hope of regularising it after- 
wards (with the tacit consent of the 
County Councils), in the same manner as 
the Home Office did with the Magistrates 
Bill, and later got the British Govern- 
ment to introduce a clause in a finance 
bill which torpedoed the magistrates’ 
appeal to the Privy Council? If land is 
de-rated in Great Bytain, why should 
County Councils pay even 20 per cent. of 
the cost: in Northern Ireland when they 
are in the one “ United Kingdom ’’? 
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Relief of Distress 


The ratepayers of Belfast are to be faced 
“ith a larger bill for the relief of distress. 
The Belfast’ Guardians’ estimates for the 
coming vear revyéal an increase of £12,155, 
the total amount required fpr the service 
of the Board being £172,846. After 
leducting estimated receipts, the amount 
required from the contributing local 
authorities 1s £156,334, of which the Bel- 

st. ratepayers are asked to pay £147,376. 
These figures only relate to the ordinary 
Poor Law relief, including the infirmary, 
and take no account of any expenditure 
that may have to be met out of rates in 
espect of exceptional distress. Money is 
being paid out under this head at the rate 

£195,506 per annum, which is levied 
direct by the Belfast Corporation. A grant 
s given by the Government to meet 
portion of the cost ; but the greater portion 
of the expenditure is borne by the Corpora- 
tion. The Government has. taken over 
responsibility for the able-bodied unem- 
ployed, but, as Part 2 of the Unemploy- 
ment Act, 1934, has not been brought into 
operation yet, the ratepayers are still 
called upon to share the larger portion of 
the ie. gas The “ appointed day ” has 
not been fixed owing to the extraordinary 
muddle that occurred in Great Britain 
over the proposed new scales of assistance 
for the able-bodied unemployed outside 
the scope of unemployment insurance. 
The breakdown of the scheme forced the 
British Government, and also the Northern 
Government, to postpone the appointed 
day, and London is still meditating upon 
the-problem, apparently afraid to face a 
new storm of criticism if any reduction in 
allowances is suggested. Under the 
scheme Belfast was to contribute the 
equivalent of a rate of 11d., which, under 
the then valuations, would be about 
£50,000, or very much less than they now 
pay. The Corpesation liability, conse- 
quently, was limited in amount. An early 
announcement of the “ appointed day | 
would be welcomed by Belfast ratepayers. 


New Demand for Flax 


If the project of manufacturing a new 
fabric—a mixture of cotton and linen— 
which the Lancashire cotton industry is 
contemplating is carried to a successful 
conclusion, there will be a further demand 
for Irish flax. 

By an entirely new process it is pro- 
posed ' to make flax-straw the basis of a 
new class of fabric, which prominent 
members of the cotton trade are convinced 
will bring a new and valuable trade to 
Lancashire. where more than a hundred 
spinners are interested in the scheme. 
Representatives of these are to meet the 


Ulster Farmers’ Union again on the 12th 


The new fabric has certain 
advantages, It can be made at the cost 
of low-grade raw cotton, but the cloth 
will be of much greater strength, and not 
deteriorate so rapidly in the weekly wash- 
ng. Ordinary flax used in the linen 
‘ndustrv has to be wretted in water for 
three weeks before it can be scutched. [It 
also has to be pulled by hand in the field 
as the length of the fibre increases its 
value. Under the new chemical process 
flax can be mown like hay, with an 
enormous saving in harvesting costs. It 
does not need to be wretted in water or 
scutched. This processed flax-straw can 
he used on a large scale as a mixture with 
cotton, artificial silk and wool. The 
wretting of flax is a difficult, unpleasant 
and expensive business for farmers, and, 
if it can be eliminated, it opens up a new 
crop to Irish agriculture. 

The Free State, as well as Northern, 
farmers will benefit by any improvement 
in the flax production processes. There 
is an enormous field for their activity, as 
10 per cent. of home-grown flax is 
used in the linen industry, the other 
9 per cent. being imported, principally 
frem Russia, the Baltic Provinces and

The farmers are now enjoying 
considerable advantages from mar eting 
schemes of various kinds at the expense 
of the general community, Little com- 
pas Is made by the public against the 
tigher prices now payable tor commodities 
such as bacon; for it is generally recog- 
nised that the farmers are entitled to eco- 
nomic prices. But farmers mut realise 
also that they must pay an economic wage 
to their agricultural workers, and that 
these should not be deprived of any ad- 
vantage which might come to them by a 
comprehensive unemployment scheme. The 
wages paid to farm labourers in some dis- 
tricts cannot be justified, although in 
others they are reasonable. The Northern 
Minister of Labour has pointed out that 
tho new unemployment scheme rates for

Teachers’ Salary ‘* Cuts ' 


There is a prospect of the cuts in the 
salaries of the Northern Ireland teachers 
being restored in full or in part in the 
coming Budget of the Minister of Finance. 

In 1926 a cut of 7 per cent. was 
imposed, and this was accepted without 
demur, as it was obvious that the Govern- 
ment was compelled to adopt a policy of 
retrenchment. Restoration was promised 
when depression had passed, but five years 
later another cut of 74 per cent. was made. 
Within ten years the Northern teachers 
have had to sacrifice 144 per cent. of the 
1926 scale, although this scale was fixed 
as basic, in preference to the fluctuating 
‘cost of living bonus ” system adopted 
for the Civil Service. Two years ago the 
police pay cuts were restored, and 
teachers in Great Britain got back their 
full salary. Northern teachers, however, 
have to continue under the full cuts, It 
is no excuse to compare the salaries, of 
Northern teachers with those in the Free 
State. It is the proud boast of Northern 
politicians that Northern Ireland is part 
of “ the United Kingdoms’’ with a com- 
mon fiscal and financial system. Almost 
nine-tenths of Northern taxation is levied 
at Westminster, and teachers, civil 
servants, police and other officials should 
be treated no less generously than those 
in Great Britain. If Northern Ireland had 
real unity in financial matters, this would 
happen as a matter of course ; but, so long 
as the Northern Government persists in 
operating, as part of a United Kingdom, 
with ‘‘ unity ” in taxation and “' separa- 
tism ” in expenditure, people in Northern 
Ireland are bound to suffer. The teachers 
should claim a complete restoration of 
salary cuts, as in Great Britain, before 
any large amount is taken from Northern 
Ireland next year as imperial contribution. 
The teachers are also requesting a reform 
of the antiquated inspection system, which 
is a relic of the old National Board. 
Here again they should insist upon the 
adoption of the British inspection system, 
and try and put a little more reality into 
the phrase ‘‘ a United Kingdom.” 


An Ulster Derby 


When the Earl of Derby suggested a 
few months ago at the luncheon following 
the annual mecting of the Ulster Tourist 
Development. Associaticn..that an Ulster 
Derby should be established as a means 
of attracting visitors to Belfast, it was 
not generally realised that such an event 
would take place so soon. 

Lord Derby promised to enter a horse 
for the race, and it is now announced that 
the King will also enter a liorse for the 
first Ulster Derby to be run at the Maze 
in July. The suggestion of an Ulster 


Derby was taken up enthusiastically -by |

‘horses, and is presenting a handsome silver 


cup as a memento to the owner of the 
winner of the first race. In addition to 
the King and Lord Derby, the Marquis 
of Londonderry, Sir Thomas Dixon, Bart. ;

William Barnett, owner of Trigo, the 
Epsom Derby winner ; and Commander K.

There will be penalties in the 
form of extra weight to be carried for 
entries which have won previous races 
valued 500 sovereigns to 4,000 sovereigns.

Chairman—You must have a high level of 
sanitation as a watering place—is that not 
so ’—Yes, 

Chairman—One of these dumps near the 
west pier is used for a football ground ?- We 
reclaimed that, and we spent a lot of money 
on it. 

Chairman—Don’t you think that it would 
be rather an unsatisfactory playing ground ? 

Witness—The most healthy men we have in 
our service are the men who work on the 
/dumps. They are never sick. It is a re- 
markable fact. ' 

Chairman—Or a coincidence. 

Mr. Hernon said that. he did not think 
the derelict. harbour of Dalkey should be 
developed for bathing. 

Chairman—-There are quarries in the neigh- 
bourhood which I think might be developed 
if we had a harbour there. 

Mr. Hernon said that a brick works or 
some industry of that kind had been started 
in the area about a year ago.

and railways said, ‘‘It is not economic to 
give cheap fares, and we shall not do it,’’ you 
would have no say in the matter? 

Mr. Hernon—No. 

Dealing with the Dun Laoghaire fire 
brigade, Mr. Hernon told the Chairman that 
he thought the Dun Laoghaire brigade, for its 
size, was as efficient as the city fire brigade. 
It was capable of dealing with any fires in 
the borough.

BALANCE FOR AMERICA 


By a codicil dated February, 1924, hé 
authorised his sister, Mrs. Harpur, to dispose 
of all chattels, furniture and effects on the 
place, and gave Mrs, Harpur authority, on 
the death of his wife, to draw any money in 
bank, pay the debts of himself and his wife, 
and send the balance to his son, George, in 
New York. 

The téstator died in July, 1925; Mrs. 
Harpur died in October, 1929, and the tes- 
tator’s wife died in October, 1933. The 
executrices had made no attempt to prove the 
Irish will, and in the meanwhile the appli- 
cant could not take any steps to do so.

Mr. Justice Hanna said that there was no 
evidence forthcoming about the disposal of 
the testator’s property in the United States ; 
but he was satisfied that the Irish testamentary 
document disposed of the testator’s personal 
estate within the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland.

Six,—Your critic gives me a pain in the 
neck all over again. He reminds me of the 
man in Tchekov who went about saying: 
“This is all very well, but I hope nothing 
is going to come of it.!’’ timid, ao 
grey, so picking-of-holes, so utterly pro- 
vincial in his cautious, tip-and-run approval. 
From his critique I suspect he must keep 
tame pigeons. and wants everybody to 
roar like a sucking-dove. Now otherwise can 
I understand his dislike for this dashing pro- 
duction of ‘‘ Coriolanus.’’ 

It is not a matter of ‘‘ opinion, as he sug- 
on in self-defence, whether this play can 
ve produced like ‘“Sweet Lavender,’ any 
more than that the actor in the name-part 
could possibly be ‘‘ more effective’’ in the 
‘quieter methods” of Mr. Barry Fitzgerald. 
The quietness was not Mr. Fitzgerald’s—it 
was Shakespeare’s ; who so Sainied this abso- 
lute foil to the lion oí the piece. . To say 
otherwise is rubbish  ((‘aelicé—bogwater). 
And while I am glad that your correspon- 
dent now realises that the comparison is 
foolish, I wish he had realised it before he 
wrote his critique. 

The fact, not suggestion, is that this play 
must be done with a dash or not at all; that 
Mr. McCormick showed a fine artistic dis- 
crimination in yielding the part to Mr. 
Jarman; and that your critic shows none in 
wishing Mr. Jarman to do the opposite of 
what he is, by nature, fitted to do finely. 

Mr. Hunt need not be troubled. if Dublin

If he fails to pin Ras 
Desta’s troops, and finds himself becoming 
engaged in complicated guerrilla warfare, 
he may not be able to terminate the opera- 
tions, or even to release sufficient troops 
to carry through his real offensive in the 
Fast. Though, compared with the North, 
only a comparatively small number of 
troops are engaged here, these operations 
may well have a vital effect upon the final 
result of the war. If Ras Desta is really 
routed the military and moral effect upon 
Abyssinia will be immense; but, on the 
other hand, if General Graziani fails to 
secure a decisive success now his last 
chance of victory in the South will dis- 
appear certainly until the autumn, and 
probablv for ever. [Since the foregoing 
was written the Italians claim to have 
secured the desired rout of Ras Desta’s 
army. which is said to have suffered 
heavily.—Id., 7.T.]

A Lesson of the Storm 


Examining the trees blown down during 
the last severe gale, I noticed that in many 
cases their downfall was due to a long 
neglect. Branches had been allowed to 
become too heavy where a little judicious 
pruning would have saved them, and elms 
had been ruthlessly hacked on the higher 
parts of the tree, so that the water had 
gradually rotted away the heart, bringing 
down most of the. tree at the first pressure 
of the wind. This damage to trees is 
Jamentably widespread. Everywhere one 
sees gashed stumps of branches sticking 
out of the trunks and cleavages where 
branches have broken off, and the wound 
has been left uncared for. It is a great 
shame that such a state of affairs is 
allowed to continue. In the United States 
there is a very large firm of tree doctors, 
whose work is ff the first value to the 
country. Not only are many fine trees 
saved from a premature and useless end, 
with their timber rotted away to punk, 
but incipient disease is checked, and much 
harm that would later ensue is prevented. 
With ail this talk about forestry in the 
Free surely it is time that the 
matter was taken in hand and our 
wounded trees accorded some measure of 
It is sadly needed.

“he North Bull 


I suppose the North Bull is about the 
only part of Dublin Bay (writes a corre- 
spondent) which remains essentially as it 
was a thousand years ago. Comparatively 
few people venture beyond the golf links 
at this time of the year, but sea birds of 
all kinds take full advantage of the soll 
tude. While walking near the Howth end 
the other day I noticed that one patch of 
sand seemed to be slightly darker in colour 
than the rest. I had been watching the 
spot for some time, when a very slight 
ripple across the surface indicated that 
the place was occupied by a flock of 
dunlin. As I approached the grey cloud 
of birds rose in the air with the precision 
of one individual, and became.changed to 
a silver stream as the white under-wings 
were turned to the light. Probably no 
other birds show such a striking example 
of united action ; but the dunlin frequently 
suffers from the habit of feeding in flocks, 


which makes it an easy prey for the swift 
and deadly sparrow-hawk. On the inner 
side of the sandhills I saw that handsome 
bird, the ringed plover. “It was not, how- 
ever, until I heard the whistle that I was 
able to pick out the bird, although it is 


rather striking in “appearance, with an 
orange beak and black and white collar.

There is a brisk demand for this by- 
product of the pot-still distilleries, Cattle 
are particularly fond of it, and when they 
see the cart approaching [they stampede 
towards the tubs.

IN A THUNDERSTORM 


Having described the interior of the pas- 
sengers’ quarters, including the bedrooms, 
kite! ens, etc., the lecturer said that the most 
terrifying experience of his journey occurred 
on the first night about 11 p.m., an hour after 


he had gone to sleep. He was awaked by 
the fearfnl noise occasioned by two thunder- 
storms ‘between which the airship was 


making its way. He said that there was 
nothing te be done but hang on grimly and 


‘hope for the best. in the midst of that fright- 


ful battery and ‘assault. 

He described the lands they sighted on 
their journey and his inspection of the huge 
interior of the great envelope of the Zeppelin, 
and, incidentally, how he had conversed 
with Germans, who had fought in the Great 
War. One told him he had been over 
England on war service five times, and 
another that he had been 18 times over 
England on*bombing expeditions. 


WAR-TIME RAIDERS 


The lecturer referred to a means on the 
Zeppelin of calculating to within 20 feet. the 
distance the vessel was above the surface of 
the water. He said that he thought the 
British airship R 101 could have been saved 
if they had had on board some simple, 
reliable means of calculating their height 
from the ground, but that dreadful disaster 
had occurred because R 101 had flown at 
the rate of 50 or 60 miles an hour into a 
hillside. He was told thatthe Graf Zeppclip 
always had on board Americans, who were 
there to learn how to manage such an air- 
ship, but they had never had an Englishman 
who wanted to learn how to manage an 
Zeppelin. That fact, he thought, was a blot 
on the British. system. of learning aerial 
navigation. | 

The German who had told him that, he had 
been over England 18 times during the Great 
War had said that towards the end of the 
War the Zeppelins’ visits had become 
almost useless unless there were clouds 
about the vessel.

relate. In this volume Mr. Gibb attempts 
to do justice to the elder George Villiers. 
favourite of James I. and Charles I., and 
father of the organiser of the “ Cabal ”’ 
Ministry. He had some repute in letters, 
and a rather bad name in politics, Mr. 
Gibb does not hide his subject’s faults, 
but in his scrupulous fairness he does 
succeed ‘in giving him the full measure of 
credit due to him. 

Mr. Gibb believes that in some degree 
at least Buckingham was misunderstood, 
and in this volume he gives the reasons 
for his belief. ‘I have tried,” he Says, 
‘to show that he was not the altogether 
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vicious and irresponsible being some 
historians have represented him, and to 
re-create something of that charming per- 
sonality—the ‘Steenie,’ who captivated 
the affections of two succeeding English 
kings.”’ 


A King’s Loyalty 


Buckingham’s was a remarkable career, 
and few English statesmen were so power- 
ful as he was during the four years in 
which he was the virtual ruler of Eng- 
land, because he enjoyed, as no other did, 
the confidence and the affection of Charles 
I, The King’s loyalty to his friend even 
to the very end one. of the most 
pathetic things in history, and one of 
the admirable features in that unfor- 
tunate monarch’s character, Charles’s 
attitude was that he would stand and fall

with Buckingham, even when in fies. | 


ham’s enemies were gathering in force. 
More lucky than his Minister, the King 
got his chance to fight his enemies; but 
there can be no.question but that 
Charles’ refusal to part with Buckingham, 
and Buckingham’s own defects, helped to 
make for the King the enmities which 
overwhelmed him. . 

Mr. Gibb tells Buckingham s story with 
sympathy and with skill, but without ex- 
cessive white-washing, from the time his 
beauty of person and Court intrigues made 
him the favourite of James I., until that 
awful moment when the assassin’s dagger 
ended his brilliant, stormy career. Var- 
ticularly interesting are Mr. Gibb’s 
sections on Buckingham’s share in the 
French and Spanish marriage projects, the 
ill-fated, but gallant, expedition on the 
Isle of Rhé for the relief of Rochelle, and 
events leading up to the last scene of all. 


Unpractical Ambitions 
Mr. Gibb believes that Buckingham’s 


ambition to do something so big that 


it would earn him immortality drove 
him headlong into schemes of diffi- 
culty beyond his _ strength, and 
““info some dangerous water where 
shipwreck can be the only possible 
result.’’ But with all his faults he was, 


in Mr. Gibb’s opinion, a better and braver 
man than history paints him. ‘“‘ For much 
of this folly posterity has condemned him 
violently, not recognising that he was in 
reality no vicious, tyrannical monster, 
seeking to establish his own omnipotence 
at the expense of his country, but rather 
a rash, tmpetuous being, unschooled in 
diplomacy, and captivated by schemes 
which possessed for himself, at any rate.

CERTAIN happy

To remedy this parlous state of affairs, 
the author and several colleagues were 
enlisted, and for the next five years they 
passed their time in the West Indies and 
Brazil, combating the microscopic pest 
with all the resources of modern science. 
With courteous regard for the feelings ol 
his less scientifically-minded readers the 
author of this book confines his remarks 
about his task to a Timited space. The 
sesquipedalia verba of a plant pathologist 
are practically non-existent, and we have 
instead a delightful account of the rise 
of the great industry, which gives us 
cheap and nourishing fruit as the result 
of a continuous battle with storm, disease, 
the vagaries of a tropical climate, and 
its ever-encroaching vegetation. Even the 
romance of the penny banana—and it 
makes good seading—gives way to much 


to prove of interest. His work carried the 
author over a large portion of South 
America; he had snake adventures, met 
refugees from Devil’s Island, and delved 
deep into sundry other tropical crops, as 
coffee and cocoa. He traces, almost to the 
beef cube stage, the career of the raneh

ARONESS CLIFTON’S book consists 

of a collection of letters written to 

her friend Gaston, who is in the French 
Diplomatic Service in the Far East. The 
letters. record Baroness Clifton’s: move- 
ments and experiences from day to day in 
England, and in one is recorded a visit 
to Co. Donegal, including a day in 
Donegal town in a downpour of rain, 
which Baroness Clifton describes as ‘‘ the 
high-water mark of her Irish experiences, '' 
adding that ‘‘ Donegal seemed a sad place 
to give its name to that journalistic butter- 
fly, its native Marquess.”’ Those who are 
disposed to think that every day ad- 
ventures of life in the country present 
little scope for literary effort will change 
their views after they have had an oppor- 
tunity of reading this book.

A General Survey 


The most important part of Mr, Smyth’s 
well-done work is, of course, the summary 
of dectsions.

(or lack of rights) to shoot birds, bury 
carcases, commit nuisances, deposit. rubbish, 
upon the beached margent of the flood.

BOOK-PRODUCTION AT SPEED

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S it seems to me, for every book that 
is published to-day in the expecta- ' 
tion that it will last and retain its in- 
terest for even a modest span of years, 
five are published whieh have no further 
object than to gratify the public interest 
in some immediately topical situation. 
Just consider how many volumes have 
appeared on the subject of Abyssinia in 
the brief time since Italy proceeded to put 
into practice her conviction that Africa 
is noi suited to black habitation. Just 
wait until a great man dies and reckon 
the time that elapses before the first 
biography is on the market. I am ready 
to bet that it will not exceed a fortnight, 
or, at the very most, a month, How well 
I remember Miss Amy: Johnson’s celebrated 
flight to Australia—if for no other reason, 
because within four days of that flight the 
story of her life and achievements, in- 
cluding, mark you, a brief account of the 
flight itself, appeared in the bookseHers’ 
windows. That was possibly the ‘imit of 
hustle, but feats of hardly less rapid pro- 
duction are now being performed almost 
daily. | 
Frankly, I have no great use for this 
sort of thing. I am sufficiently old- 
fashioned tp regard a book as something 
that can be put away on the shelves and 
kept for the delectation of one’s grand- 
children—in short, as what Thucydides 
called a possession for ever. And I refuse 
to believe that any book written and pub- 
lished in a flaring hurry, merely to catch 
the public interest in something or other 
before it has abated, can be worthy of such 
enshrinement. I have never failed to find 
as much comment as I could wish on 
topical events in the newspapers, eked out 
with the good weekly and monthly reviews, 
and possibly with fhe news-reels in the 
cinemas. And sometimes I wonder 
whether the publishers who sacrifice so 
much to speed are really serving their own 
interests. 
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The Translators’ Test 


Under a Babel-tower of trash that piles 
my table, and rises towards the ceiling at 
the rate of, roughly; one foot a week, I 
have just discovered, pushed there by what 
mischance Heaven only knows, a copy of 
the Irish eclesiastical Record for last 
December. On the one hand, I am grieved 
that this copy should have been mislaid. 
On the other hand, I am pleased, inas- 
much as its opening. article has provided 
me with an extremely pleasant quarter 
hour, and with a theme for another couple 
of paragraphs. The article, which is com- 
posed by that graceful seholar, the Rev. 
Professor John G. O'Neill, concerns the 
bimillenary of Horace, which was cele- 
brated with thoroughness at Maynooth. 
Maynooth, as many people will remember, 
offered a prize of ten guineas for the best 
rendering of the ode which 
‘‘ Otium divos rogat in patenti,’’ and the 
various versions submitted are quoted here 
in whole or in part. 

The prize version opens admirably: 

For peace to heaven the mariners pray, 
While storm-winds sweep the A®gean wide, 
Clouds pall the moon’s bright face and hide 

The pilot stars away. 

Which, I venture to suggest, is just about 
as faithful to Horace as a yerse rendering 
could be. The ten stanzas maintain a 
remarkably consistent level, closing excel- 
lently :

HE veteran chief of a great Highland 
family tells the story of his clan in 
these simply-written but imteresting and 
even valuable pages. The ‘Jordans move 
through Highland history as active 
figures, although they never played a 
central part. Students of the life of 
Montrose remember how the Earl of 
Huntly came near to aiding a critical 
dectsion. 

In 1715 the Huntly of the time rose 
out for James. He surrendered after the 
collapse of the rising in February, 1716, 
and was sent to Edinburgh Castle ; but he 
was pardoned quickly, owing to the policy 
of conciliation on which George 1. de- 
cided. The effect of George’s act was seen 
in 1745, when Huantly’s eldest son, 
through the influence of his dead father, 
gave no aid to the new rising, although a 
younger brother, Lord Lewis Gordon, and 
numbers of the clan joined the Jacobite 
standard. 


A Long Line 


The Marquess of Huntly has a crow to 
luck with an erratic clansman, Lord 
3yron, in his last chapter, but claims that 
Byron’s genius came from the Gordons, 
his mother’s people. He repudiates 
Byron's epithet, ‘* ill-starred,’’ for the 
Gordon clan, seeing that the family 
descended in unbroken male line for 
seventeen generations. The misfortunes 
of the Gordons were due, he says, to their 
rigorous loyalty’ to Rome, when Pro-

HE contributors to this lively volume 
are all persons who have escaped 
narrowly from some great danger.

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A Fisher Boy’s Full Life 
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Jungle Lindsay: The Life and Adventures 
cf Hector Lindsay. London: Sampson Low.

HE son of a herring fisher, reared on 
the lonely east coast of Scotland, 
begins his world wanderings by joining a 
travelling cireus. He marries a beautiful 
snake-charmer, and loses her in a Pacific 
shipwreck. He finds himself in Japan, 
and grinds knives for a living. He spends 
two years with a cannibal tribe in the 
Cameroons. Ile spends approximately the 
same time in American jails, and suffers 
a further term of imprisonment in France. 
Here he sharpens the guillotine for an 
execution. (In China he missed the post 
of temporary executioner by inches.) He 
hunted gorilla in Africa; he ran an opium 
den in Shanghai, and he lent his assist- 
ance to the manager of a snake farm up 
country. Just, in fact, the normally full 
life of an adventurer with which the 
reading public by now is on almost con- 
temptuously familiar terms. 

We know, on the whole, more about 
this kind of existence than we do of the 
life of many of our friends ; how simple it 
is to get a job on an Argentine ranch, and 
how difficult it is to hold it; how to 
impress ignorant, but furiously blood- 
thirsty, natives; and of how unwise it is 
to let Latin-Americans out of one’s sight 
in cireumstances combining Africa and 
diamond mines. ‘‘ Jungle Lindsay,” in 
fact, might have been just another travel 
book to skim through looking for horrible 
photographs, or a new line on cannibal 
manners ; but there is a quality about it— 
exceedingly dificult to define—that claims 
one's entire interest and appreciation, 


Sensations in Perspective 


Perhaps it is because all these things 
happened a long time ago. ‘‘ I am an old 
man now,” says Mr, Lindsay on the open- 
ing page ; and further study shows he was 
born in Granton in 1859. That makes him 
seventy-six, and often.seventy-six can give 
a more satisfying account of sensation 
than youth, by its youth inclined to gild 
the lily. Mr. Lindsay, in gentle, regular 
prose, makes the terrible fire in the Big 
Top, the madness of a lion tamer, the 
sight of a human hand in a cooking pot, 
or the whistle of the exeeutioner’s blade

Miss Arbuthnot has penned a lively and 
spirited account of their doings. Her 
English is not always above reproach, and 
she uses a number of unfamiliar words, 
Also, she has a habit of referring to 
antmals by their native names; which 
conveys nothing to the average reader. 
However, her checrful narrative and some 
good illustrations atone for such faults 
as exist. :

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Happy Ending 


In the imaginary world of the screen 
the “ happy ending” is so universal a 
tradition that only a few very unconven- 
tional films have been daring enough to 
break it.

The Royal Dublin Society receives many 
bouguets, but, wethink, it earns them. On 
Thursday, for example, a summary of last 
year’s working was presented at a meeting 
of its Council, and it is a record of progress 
and vitality which must be praised. 1935 
was a little more prosperous than some of 
its predecessors have been in Ireland, but 
it was by no means a good year; and, so 
far as the R.D.S. was concerned, it was 
complicated by the fact that the Spring 
Show took place in the middle of the 
Dublin transport strike.

Replying to the demand by two local 
newspapers for his impeachment, Mr. 
Hoffman says: ‘‘ If impeachment is the 
price to be paid for daring to follow 
the dictates of my conscience I am ready 
to pay the price.” He then proceeds to 
make a direct attack on the prosecution 
of Hauptmann. 

‘‘T guestion,” he says, “ the truthful- 
ness and mental competence of some of the 
chief witnesses for the State. I doubt if 
the crime were committed by any one man. 
I am worried by the eagerness of some 
of our law enforcement agencies to bring 
about the death of this one man—an eager- 
ness that is reflected in an order given to 
the banks no longer to bother about look- 
ing for thé balance of the ransom money 
when approximately thirty thousand 
dollars (£6,000) was still in circulation. 

“ Hauptmann, to the best of my know- 
ledge, made no confession, and did not offer 
to make one. In my _ presence, and 


in the presence of many _ witnesses, 
Mr. Sid Boehm, of the New York. 
Evening Journal, stated that his 


paper had offered Hauptmann 75,000 
dollars to be left to his widow and child 
for an exclusive confession.

It was pointed out that His 
Majesty for seven years has carried on 
unremittingly the duties of his high station 
after making a remarkable recovery from 
the grave illness from which he suffered in 
1928-29. Despite this recovery it was in- 
evitable that the strain of that illness 
should remain. This actually left the 
King more susceptible than other people. 

His Majesty, in the opinion of those who 
had seen him daily, came through the 
Jubilee celebrations very well, but last 
month he suffered a great grief in the 
death of his sister, Princess Victoria. This 
naturally had its inevitable effect on the 
King’s spirits. 

The Press Association Special Corre- 
spondent at Sandringham states: ‘‘ The 
King is sleeping peacefully to-night in his 
room. There will be a further bulletin 
regarding His Majesty issued to-morrow.”’ 

The King has spent his present holiday 
very quietly. He has not done a great 
deal of shooting, as has been his custom 
during the new year visit to Sandringham, 
and most of the Royal shooting parties 
have been led by the Duke-of Kent. 

The King, however, has repeatedly 
accompanied the shooting parties, riding 
his pet pony. He has been to Sandring- 
ham Church every Sunday, with members 
of the Royal Family, walking from 
Sandringham House, about a quarter of a 
mile, through the gardens. Even last 
Sunday people there were impressed by 
his appearance of good health. 


MESSAGE BROADCAST AT 
MIDNIGHT

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BLOW TO FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT 
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OTHER MINISTERS MAY 
RESIGN

| PARIS, Friday. 


A CRISIS in the French Cabinet at the 

beginning of next week, when M. 
Laval, the Prime Minister, is at Geneva, 
now seems inevitable after M. Herriot’s 
decision to resign from the Cabinet within 
the next forty-eight hours. 

M. Herriot this evening himself 
authorised the announcement of his im- 
pending resignation after his reception of 
a delegation representing the majority of 
the Radical Socialist group, which called 
on him and other Radical Ministers to 
resign. The announcement was made by 
M. Leon Meyer, ex-Minister, who headed 
the delegation of Radical Socialists. 

M. Laval’s, chances of patching up the 
present Ministry appear remote. Two 
Radical Ministers, MM. Bonnet and 
Bertrand, are regarded as certain to follow 


| M. Herriot’s lead. 


YIELDS TO PRESSURE 


After the delegation of Radical deputies, 
a body of Radical Senators called on M. 
Herriot to urge him to resume the presi- 
dency of the Radical Party, whether he 
resigned from the Cabinet or not—that was 
left to his judgment. M. Herriot is now 
in a position to say that he yields to 
pressure from his party in abandoning M. 
Laval. | i 

The Radical Party may well order the 
other three Radical Ministers—Senators 
Paganon, Maupoil and Regnier—to choose 
between resignation from the Government 
and resignation from the party. A 
majority of Radical deputies, at a meeting 
held before the delegation was sent to M. 
Herriot, this afternoon declared in un- 
mistakable terms that the Radical 
Ministers must no longer be authorised to 
remain in the Government. 


ELECTORAL HANDICAP 


It was considered that their presence 
there would be a severe electoral handicap, 
as the Popular Front of Left Parties, of 
which the Radical Socialist Party is a 
member, intends to wage a campaign 
attacking M. Laval’s decree laws, and 
alleged a too pro-Italian foreign policy. 

The Radical group in the Chamber meets 
to-morrow, and the Executive Committee 
of the whole Radical Party will meet on 
Sunday. Important decisions will be 
taken which should decide, not cnly the 
future of the Radical Ministers, but the 
fate of the Government. There is talk 
also of MM. Frossard and Lafont leaving 
the Cabinet. This, so far, is conjecture, 
but it is noteworthy that M. Frossard 
called to see M. Laval at 8 o’c. to-night. 
Later M. Mandel, Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, joined M. Laval, while he was 
still conferring with M: 1 gssard. 


DAY’S WORK DONE 


After a long conversation with M. Laval, 
MM. Mandel and Frossard left the Quai 


| d’Orsay, declaring that they had nothing 


to say. At 9 p.m. M. Laval left his office. 
He stated that he had no information to 
give, and considered he had the right to 
regard his working day as over. 

Late this evening the Senators who saw 
M. Herriot said he told them he was deter- 
mined to resign, but not to take the Presi- 
dency of the Radical-Socialist Party. 
Moreover, he was stated to have said that 
in order not to embarrass M. Laval he 
would not hand in his resignation until 
the Premier’s return from Geneva. 

This conflicts with what M. Herriot him- 
self told the deputies two hours before. It 
indicates how embarrassed M. Herriot and 
the Radicals are with their position. All 
indications point to a grave crisis in the 
near future. 


MR. RUDYARD 
KIPLING DEAD 


END OF A GALLANT FIGHT 


FOR LIFE

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling, which occurred at 12.10 
this morning in the Middlesex Hospital, 
London. Mr. Kipling was 70 years of age. 

Mrs. Kipling and her daughter, Mrs. 
Bambridge, were with Mr. Kipling when 
he died. 

At the bedside also was Mr. A. E. 
Webb-Johnson, the surgeon, who had not 
left the hospital, except for brief intervals 
for meals, for a number of hours.’ 

Mrs. Kipling and Mrs. Bambridge had 
had a long, sad vigil, and they were worn 
out and bowed down with the weight of 
their grief. 

Mr. Kipling was taken suddenly ill at 
a West End hotel during the night of 
Sunday last. He was taken to Middlesex 
Hospital by ambulance at eight o’clock 
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on Monday morning, and an operation 
was performed immediately. Mr. Kipling 
was suffering from a perforated ulcer in 


the stomach. The operation that he under- 


went is at all times a severe one, but to 
a man of his age it was an even greater 
strain, 


On Monday evening it was stated that 


Mr. Kipling had rallied well after the 


operation, but his condition was very 
grave. On Tuesday there was cause for 
great anxiety, but on Wednesday the news 
was a little more reassuring. 

After Mr. Webb-Johnson, the surgeon, 
had been at the. bedside until the early 
hours of Wednesday, it was stated that 
the patient had had a restful night and 
that there was a slight improvement in 
his condition. This, the bulletin stated, 
was as satisfactory as could be expected 
in the circumstances. — i 

Later bulletins showed that his condition 
was critical, though not hopeless; but. he 
never rallied, and the end came soon after

WHAT ANOTHER WAR 


WILL BRING 
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R. ANTHONY EDEN (British Foreign 

Secretary) last night warned Europe 
that if war should break out again on a 
major scale it must bring in its wake 
collapse of civilisation as we knew it. . 
In the course of a speech in his own 
constituency, he challenged the critics of 
the League. If they can show us a better 
way of avoiding such a catastrophe, he 
said, it is for them to do so. The British 
people are single-minded in their desire 
to live in peace with the world, and they 
believe that to found their foreign policy 
upon their membership of the League of 
Nations is the best method of doing so. It 
is not that we ignore the fact that there 
are to-day great differences between the 
nations, but that we believe that these 
differences can be adjusted without resort 
to war. We may be wrong, but at least we 
are determined to try, if others will try 
with us, and to lend all our influence and 
authority to this endeavour. 

1935, if they took the long view, was a 
year of progress, however chequered—a 
year when, despite all obstacles, the roots 
of the League struck steadily deeper. 

Referring to the tasks that lay ahead, | 
he said that there was much still to achieve 
before they could be satisfied that collec- 
tive security had been realised.

the only successful way of removing dis- 
content. 

Further, if a collective peace system was 
to be effective it must possess strength 
and elasticity—strength effectively to dis- 
courage aggression, and elasticity in order 
that some of the causes of war might be 
removed through the promotion, by con- 
sent, of necessary changes when the time 
was ripe for them to.take place. 

In regard to the burden of world 
armaments, Mr. Eden said that it was 
clearly desirable that it should be reduced, 
and yet the nations would not do so in 
the present disturbed condition of inter- 
national relations. The more complete the 
members of the collective peace system, the 
more unchallenged its authority, the less 
difficult would become the problem of

securing agreement for the reduction and 
limitation of armaments. 

He spoke of ‘‘ those people ot good-will ”’ 
who were not at present among the 
members of the League of Nations, and 
said that every opportunity would be 
taken to strengthen the bonds of friend- 
ship and understanding with the United 
States—‘‘ bonds which owe so much of 
their solidity to ancestry, tradition and 
ideals shared in common.” 

Alluding to the Abyssinian dispute, he 
said that he was proud to think that it 
was the United Kingdom Government 
which gave the lead at Geneva in the early 
stages of the Abyssinian dispute. 

Mr. Eden went on to refer to the talks 
that lay ahead. The effort, he said, was 
avery great one, but he was convinced 
that the people thought it worth making. 
Let there be no faint hearts, but let there 
be realism, he continued. It is in that 
spirit that I am going to Geneva in a 
few days’ time, and in that spirit I shall 
try to approach the immensely difficult 
task that lies ahead. It would be helpful, 
he concluded, if the League Council could 
review the situation, take stock on recent 
events, and appreciate the point which 
had now been reached.

The truth was that they were paying to 
the British at least one million pounds 
more than they used have to pay. 


THE BRITISH MARKET 

Mr. McGilligan described Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture, as the greatest 
carrier -of economic disease that ever 
existed, although the doctor had the extra 
benefit that he did not catch the disease 
himself. President de Valera had said 
that he could declare a Republic to-morrow 
if he so desired. Why then did he not 
satisfy the political hunger of some of the 
people who supported him? The fact that 
there was no Republic declared, “and 
there will never be one,’” he added. 

‘“Do not be deluded,’ he urged, “by 
the people who say that the British market 
is gone. Even though the British have a 
scheme for the development of their agri- 
culture they are still at the point where 
they can absorb at least three times the 
total production of this country.” 

The Minister for Finance; Mr. 
McGilligan continued, could reduce taxa-

could come out of production and not out 
of loans or mortgages. 


SQUEEZING THE PINCERS 

Dealing with the abolition of the 
Senate, Mr. McGilligan said a great 
victory had been won in Dublin this 
week. The Senate had been abolished on 
the grounds that the Senators had been 
against the will of the people. Was that 
their record?

“The Government 
already had hurt them in their business, 
and, whatever they were able to say now, 
the pincers, Were going to be squeezed 
tighter.

IF CORRECT 


“Phat cartridge, as a matter of fact, is 
one which is issued for big-game shooting 
in very small quantities. If the Rome 
charge is correct they have got into the 
hands of the Abyssinians, and dre being 
used for military rifles. As Sir Harry 
McGowan stated, no company associated 
with Imperial Chemical Industries has 
ever issued soft-nose or dum-dum bullets 
for military purposes.’’ 

An official of Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries said: “It must be remembered that 
Abyssinia is in the middle of a great big- 
game hunting country, and there has been 
stealing and robbing of caravans for many 
years, and as each tribesman is respon- 
sible for his own ammunition they might 
have stolen a great deal of elephant 
ammunition and used it in their ordinary 
rifles. It is quite easily convertible.” 


THREE CHARGES 


The Italian Note protesting against 
alleged Abyssinian violations of the laws 
of war was issued in Geneva last night, 
says Reuter. The Italian complaints 
fall under three heads. Firstly, abuse by 
Ethiopia. of the Red Cross emblem; 
secondly, detailsiare given of eight alleged 
cases of the use of dum-dum bullets; 
thirdly, charges are made of the mutilation 


i of dead Italian and Askari soldiers. 


Five cases are cited concerning the 
mutilation af 36 men. Except in one case, 
it is not stated that the men were alive 
when the mutilation was carried out. But 
in respect of the last case cited, the Note 
says: “In Ogaden Pilot Sub-Lieutenant 
Tito Minniti, taken prisoner at Daggah 
Bur on December 24th last, was killed and 
decapitated. His head was carried in 
triumph to Abyssinian headquarters. A 
French officer on leave, M. Lipmann, re- 
turning from Ethiopia, has stated in 
writing on his honour as an officer to the 
Italian Consul at Jibuti that he was told 
at Diredawa, in the presence of witnesses, 
that the airman had been horribly tortured 
before being decapitated, and that while 
he was still alive his legs had been. dis- 
located and then amputated at the knees.”’ 


REPLY TO SWEDEN 


Italy's reply to the Swedish Note of 
protest regarding the bombing of the 
Swedish ambulance unit near lo was 
communicated by Signor Suvich, Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, to Dr. 
Sjobord, the Swedish Minister in Rome, 
yesterday. The Note formally rejects the 
charge that the bombing was delibetnate, 
and declares that it was an unfortunate 
accident. It adds:—‘‘ While deploring 
the occurrence, we must observe that those 
who undertake a service of this kind must 
face certain inevitable risk.” 

In view of the new situation created by 
Sweden’s adherence to sanctions and the 
risks that this policy entails, the Govern- 
ment is to strengthen the defences of the 
country. This was announced in the Riks- 
dag yesterday by the Prime Minister, Mr. 
P. A. nsson. 

Previously his Government had been 
severely criticised by the ition 
parties for not having made bigger provi- 
sions in the Budget for the country’s 
defences, in view of the risks that neces- 
sarily were involved in Sweden’s adherence 
to sanctions.

There were nine similar allegations and ten 
summonses alleging that he made false de- 
clarations.

MARKET VALUE 


At a previous sitting, when long extracts 
were read from correspondence that passed 
between Brind and an Irish dealer, amuse- 
ment was caused by some of the expressions 
used.

Commander Brind explained 
that cuty was paid on the smaller set of 
figures,’ and the larger set represented his 
final settlement with bis suppliers. I asked 
him why, and he said it was the géneral 
praetice throughout the trade, and that as a 
result of visits he had paid to the head office 
oí the Customs in Londen they had finally 
agreed to a surcharge of twenty per cent, 
over the valuation figures for Customs pur- 
poses. Commander Brind explained that the 
Customs people knew all about it, and that 
if it was not done he would not have any 
chance at all in the business. 

Captain Charles said that on one occasion 
Commander Brind laughingly said that “if 
we were not careful, one day we would all 
find.ourselves in jail.’* He asked Commander 
Brind why, and he replied that you could 
never tell what the Customs people were going 
to do.

From the date of their pro- 
motion to senior ranks in 1918 O’Tooles had 
almost a monopoly of Dublin County honours 
for eleven years, winning nine championships 
and eleven Senior Leagues in successién. This 
remarkable club had its foundation in the St. 
Lawrence O’Toole’s Branch of the Gaelic 
League at the parochial Christian Brothers’ 
Schools. Opening as a hurling elub with 
moderate success, the Committee took up the 
work of training native boys in orthodox 
Caclic: football methods, with immediate good 
results in schools and minor ranks. Rapid 
romotion followed, and O’Tooles won. the 
Eunior League and championship in thei 
entrance fe (1918).

19 and 
1923. when F. Carey, J. Norris, J. O'Reilly. 
Robbins, the McDonnells and Svnnotts figured 
ominently, John McDonnell (goal), who 
ai in this year's Leinster Railway Cup 
team, Is the only one of the old school remain- 


ing, though Pat McDonnell and John Synnovt 
were playing well up to 1935. 

It has been found necessary to build up 
again from minor -and junior ranks, and 
O’Toole’s present team are young throughout. 
1: may ote a year or two to produce their 
best form. but the club leaders are working 
on sound lines. 

(Cheraldines are an older club than 0’ Tooles, 
‘As long ago as 1908 they won the All-Ireland 
Champtonship from Kerry at Thurles by 1 
points to 3, and their members had assisted 
Kickhams, Bray Emmetts and Isles of the 


Sea to earlier titles. The G.A.A, rules 
prohibiting civil servants brought about 
the downfall of Geraldines, whose best players

THE YEAR IN KILKENNY 


A very satisfactory position with regard to 
the G.A.A. in County Kilkenny is disclosed 
in the report which will be presented to the 
annual County Convention to be held on 
Sunday, January 26, by Mr. Liam MacOda, 
the Secretary. “Last year, he reports, there 


.were seven senior hurling teams entered, six 


senior football, 47 jumor hurling, 20: junior 
football, 15 minor hurling, 7 minor football, 
and 5 intermediate hurling. 

The income’ for the vear amounted to 


£2,371 19s. 6d. and the expenditure to 


£2,228 19s. 10d. . In 1934 the expenditure 
exceeded the income by £258 7s. 5d., of 
which the American tour was accountable for 
£149 18s. 5Sd., and further expenses in con- 
nection with the tour which had had to be 
discharged amounted to £16 12s. 11d. 
Affiliation and entry fees for 1935 showed 
a reduction of £22 as compared with 1934, 
and championship gate receipts showed a 
falling off of £54. but League matches; allow- 
ing for gate receipts paid away, produced in 
1935 £635 more than in the preceding year. 
The match with Limerick alone accounted for 


this increase.

Sturt, learned later that if he had reached 
the Murray mouth ten days later he would 
had met a ship which had been sent. to 
search for him. 

. In 1844 Sturt went exploring again. . With 
sixteen men, including John, McDouall Stuart, 
he left Adelaide. for the centre of the conti- 
nent. ‘The party passed close to Broken 
Hill, without realising the untold wealth 
of silver that lay there, and came soon to 
a fine water supply at Rocky Glen. Here 
they were marooned, for the country was in 
the grip of a terrible drought, and they dare 
not leave their water haven until rain fell. 
After six weary motiths at Rocky Glen the 
drought broke, and Sturt pushed on towards 
the heart of the continent. He was attacked 
by a scurvy, but gallantly rode on and dis- 
covered many creeks and rivers. Then 
summer drove him back, . When the relief 
expedition reached him he was ill and de- 
pressed, but he had opened the way to im- 
mense areas of pastoral country, . 


JOHN STUART 


The name of. Sturt’s companion,. John 
McDouall Stuart, will always be remembered 
in Australia, for he was the first man. to 
cross the continent from south to north, 
Twice he set out from Adelaide, and twice 
he was forced back—by sickness, lack of 
food, desert country, and hostile natives. 

Stuart begar his third attempt in 1861. He 
was so confident tliat he told the Governor 
of South Australta that he would bathe ‘in 
the Indian Ocean before he returned. ‘The 
party encountered scores of obstacles, but in 
July, 1862, the leaders felt that: their jour- 
ney was ending. On July 25 they burst 
through the mangroves and shouted, ‘‘ The 
sea! The sea!’’ And Stuart bathed in it. 
The journey was over. 

Stuart’s boundless determination and grit 
had been well rewarded. His great expedi- 


tion captured the imagination of the Com- 


monwealth, and he was given an enthusiastic 
reception when he returned to Adelaide. He, 
too, paved the way for large-scale pastoral 
settiement in the north. 

These -men—Eyre, Sturt and Stuart—were
